Definitions 
The 1990 Supplement of Definitions and Explanatory Notes was 


published towards the end of March. This gives detailed definitions of 


all the terms and units used in the Digest. The following general 
definitions should be noted in using the Digest. 


Area covered. Except where otherwise stated, all statistics relate 
to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 


Seasonality. Except where otherwise stated, all statistics are not 
adjusted to take account of seasonal factors. 


Consumption and stocks. The terms ‘consumption’, ‘disposals’ 
and ‘stocks’ are defined in detail in the Supplement to the 
Digest. Figures of consumption and stocks are seasonal and 
should be used with caution. The stocks figures given may often 
relate to only part of the total stocks in the country. 


External trade. Owing to differences in coverage and timing, 
figures of imports and exports are not always comparable with 


those for production, consumption and stocks. 


Prices. Except where otherwise stated, all prices are shown on a 
current basis

Money. There is no single correct definition of money and there 
are many liquid assets which are not included in any of the UK 
monetary aggregates but which nevertheless need to be taken 
into acount on occasions when interpreting monetary conditions 
Consequently, many definitions of money stock are widely used 
MO, the narrowest measure consists of notes and coin in 
circulation outside the Bank of England and bankers’ operational 
deposits at the Bank 

M2 comprises notes and coin in circulation with the public plus 
sterling retail deposits held by the UK private sector with UK 
banks, with building societies and in the National Savings Bank 
ordinary account. 

M4 comprises notes and coin in circulation with the public, 
together with all sterling deposits (including certificates of 
deposit) held with UK banks and building societies by the rest 
of the private sector 

MS is equal to M4 plus private sector holdings of certain 
money-market instruments, CTDs, and some national savings 
instruments
